At the peak of its operation in 1966, 


the Peace Corps had 15,556 volunteers 
and trainees in 52 countries. Its budget 
was $114 million. The typical volunteer 
in the early years was a young liberal 
arts college graduate with a strong 
sense of mission. "Admittedly, I was,a 
young, brash Peace Corps volunteer 
(PCV) 
with a head full of ideals," 


wrote Vic Cox, recalling his 1964 
arrival in Brazil (Human Behavior 
magazine, February 1976). "I had 
jumped, directly from a liberal arts 
education at the University of Califor- 
nia at Santa Barbara into an 11-week 
stateside course in basic public health, 
Brazilian cultural studies and Por- 
tuguese."

But nobody knows for certain, 
and the trouble is that with the 
simplistic speculation getting in 
the way no one may ever know. 
Once the obsessions of people 
who came out only at night, as­ 
sassination 
theories 
have 
become 
so 
widely 
und 
ridiculously available that the 
end result may be, according to 
one Harold Weisberg, to destroy 
the 
chances 
of 
getting 
Americans really interested in 
finding the truth 
Weisberg should know- about 
the psychology of zany theoriz­ 
ing. He’s theorized a few zanies 
himself. As perhaps the first 
American to be absorbed by the 
JFK murder — he says he has 
not slept soundly for 14 years — 
he has written seven published 
books, 
all 
entitled 
“Whitewash,” in which he has 
advanced the notion that Oswald 
could not have killed Kennedy 
because “his rifle could not 
have been the murder weapon. " 
For all his stringent convic­ 
tions 
concerning

disgracefully confused by strin­ 
gent convictions, Weisberg is 
perhaps us authoritative as 
anyone concerning the assas­ 
sination.

WASHINGTON (KFS) - The 
Equal Rights Amendment is not 
going to be ratified this year, 
barring a miracle. But that does 
not mean ERA is dead, it is 
merely delayed.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Senate

Unless Congress acts, the 
country automatically giH's back 
on six months of standard tim e 
and six m onths of DST. This 
means Daylight Saving now is 
st't to run from .April 25 to (X‘t. 
31. 
If Daylight Saving is extended 
to eight m onths under a bill 
before the Senate, it would run 
from March 7 to Nov. 14. • 
The eight-m onth option — 
plus an additional week 
in 
November to avoid changing 
tim es in the last week of the 
presidential election cam paign 
— is thought to have the edge in 
the Senate. But sim ilar legisla­

“There are. of course, som e 
who bt'lieve that the mere act of 
signing a statem ent of p rin ­ 
ciples 
or 
a 
diplom atic 
conference will bring instant 
and lasting pt'ace. This is naive. 
There cannot and will not be 
lasting and secure peace until 
every nation in the world res- 
pt*cts the security and indep(>n- 
dence of every other nation 
large or sm all.” 
Several State Dc'partment of­ 
ficials were angered by .Nixon’s 
comm ent, but both K issinger 
and the White House said after 
reading the full text of the toast, 
they did not interpret it as a 
criticism. 
Nixon also denied that when 
he applauded during a concert 
Monday night, he w-as clapping 
for a song calling for the ouster 
of

regime from Taiwan. 
‘‘Like hell I did.” he said. “ I 
didn’t really stand. It was just a 
gentleman - to - a - lady gesture. 
1 stood for a lady who was 
standing, not for the song” 
Chiang Ching. the wife of 
Chairman .Mao Tse-tung, sat at 
Nixon’s left during the concert 
and directed his attention to an 
English translation of one song 
which said: 
‘‘People of Taiwan, our own 


brothers, day and night, you are 
in our huarts. We are d eter­

Province and let the light of the 
sun shine on the island.”

Both studies' are. expect- 
ed to give, new impetus to the 
Ford administration's drive to 
give the nation's airlines more 
freedom to raise and lower fares 
and lo start and stop service. 


The consulting .firm report, 


released Tuesday, "said = three 
intrastatc airlines not regulated 
by the government make profits 
while offering fares'far below 
those of interstate airlines. 
regulated by the Civil Aeronau- 
tics Board. The three.airlines 
were Southwest' Airlines in 
Texas, and Pacific Southwest 
and Air California in California.

Carter 
defeated four major candidate's 
on Tui'sday’s Democratic ballot, 
gaining 30 per c*ent of the vote. 
/\rizona Rep. Morris K. Udall 
was second with 24 per cent and 
Indiana Sen. Birch Bayh was 
third with 16 per cent. 
Ford said t(xlay his victory in 
the New Hampshire primar>’ is 
“ a great springboard” to the 
Ri'publican nomination and to

“ If we win a couple more, and 
I think we will, we’ll be ready 
for the finals, and I think we’ll 
win there, too,” Ford told a 
meeting of his senior staff at the 
White House.

TORONTO (AP) — A National Hockey League referee gave Dan 


Maloney of the Detroit Red Wings a five-minute penalty last Nov; 
5 when the big left wing sliigged Toronto defenseman Brian 
Glennie. A Toronto judge and jury could wind up giving him five 
years. 


For striking Glennie and knocking him to the ice during the 


Maple Leafs' 7-3 victory, the 29-year-old Maloney wUl stand trial 
on a charge of assault causing bodily harm, Provincial Court 
Judge Aaron Brown ruled Tuesday. 


A trial date will be set April 5,'the day after the NHL regular 


season eiids. Maloney, the fourth NHL player to face criminal 
prosecution for excessive roughness during a game, faces a 
maximum penalty of five years in prison. 


"In my respectful view," said Judge Brown, "it is both good law

Maloney Will Stand Trial 


DAN MALONEY 


TORONTO (AP) — A National Hockey League referee gave Dan 
Maloney of the Detroit Red Wings a five-minute penalty last Nov. 
5 when the big left wing slugged Toronto defensem an Brian 
Glennie, A Toronto judige and jury could wind up giving him five 
years. 
For striking Glennie and knocking him to the ice during the 
Maple Leafs’ 7-3 victory, the 25-year-old Maloney will stand trial 
on a charge of assault causing bodily harm , Provincial Court 
Judge Aaron Brown ruled Tuesday, 
A trial date will be set April 5, the day after the NHL regular 
season ends. Maloney, the fourth NHL player to face crim inal 
prosecution for excessive roughness during a gam e, faces a 
maximum penalty of five years in prison. 
“ In my respectful view,” said Judge Brown, “ it is both good law 
and good sense that the force and effect of the crim inal law should 
apply equally and evenly inside and outside the sporting arena,” 
Maloney was released in his o w t i recognizance pending the trial. 
NHL President Clarence Campbell said from his M ontreal office 
that the league wouldn’t intervene in the cse. 


In a preliminary hearing earlier this month, Maloney entered a 
plea of innoc'ent to the charge, which had lx*en filed the day after 
the game by Orio Attorney General Roy McMurtry, Only a week 
earlier, M cM urtry had warned he would take steps to curb 
violence in hockey gamt>s. 
In the game, Glennie checked Brian Hextall, then with Detroit. 
Maloney allegedly then hit Glennie in the face and knocked him to 
the ice, picked him up by the sw eater and dropped him st‘veral 
time's. Glennie, 29, was hospitalized for 12 hours with teni|K»rary 
amnt*sia and a slight concussion. 
In 1969, Ted Green of the Boston Bruins and the late Wayne Maki 
of St. Louis engaged in a stick fight during an exhibition game in 
Ottawa. They were tritnl separately on assault charges and each 
was acquitted. 
Last year, Boston’s Dave Forlx's was chargi‘d with aggravated 
assault after he struck Minnesota’s Henry Boucha in the eye with 
his stick during a Jan. 4 game in Bloomington, Minn, The charge 
was dropped after Forbes’ trial ended in a hung jury.

He’s the all-around kind of floor 
leader that you like to have.” 
Barnes also leads Covert’s 
balanc'ed scoring attack with a 
16.4 scoring mark. Next is 6-0 
freshman forward Jam es DeBoe 
(15.2), a steady but not flashy 
ballplayer. 
“DeBoe has done much better 
scoring than I 
thought 
he 
would,” DeYoung said. “The 
thing I was looking at when I 
put him on varsity was his 
rebounding ability. We are short 
and I felt we ne^ed the board 
strength that he could supply.” 
DeBoe is an excellent outside 
shooter, but he also surprises 
many opponents with his work 
inside. He’s especially strong on 
tipping in missed shots. 
Joining DeBoe at the other 
forward is junior Robert Mag- 
gard (12.0), who at 6-0 is the top 
Covert rebounder. M aggard's 
defense is what DeYoung is 
most imprt'ssed with. 
“I always put him on the best 
offensive ballplayer on the other 
team ,” DeYoung says of Mag- 
gard’s defense. “He works hard 
at defense and you have to work 
hard to do a good job. And he 
doesn’t mind working hard.” 
vSenior Phil Robinson has al­ 
ternated with junior George 
Starks (10.1) at the c*enter slot, 
while speedy Jeff Magett (13.2) 


goes at the other guard position. 
Sophomores Steve Hawkins 
and Mike DeYoung round out 
the eight-man squad. 
“I really didn’t expect to do 
this well,” DeYoung says of his 
early-season 
apprehensions. 
“There were so many unknowns 
that I didn’t really know what to 
expect. I figured if we played 
dec’ently we could finish over 
.500” 
Things look ev’en brighter for 
Covert in the future. This year’s 
junior varsity finished 18-4, and 
its top two scorers were both 
freshmen. The Bulldog eighth 
grade also wound up strong with 
a 10-2 mark. 
“We’ll be strong as we go 
along,” DeYoung concludes. “If 
there is one thing that we lack it 
would be height. Hopefully, we 
can make up for that with 
quickness.”

Money 
Wasted?

NEW YORK (AP) - The 
United States may be w asting 
billions of dollars a year by 
failing to concentrate m edical 
and health research where the 
problem s are, W alter M cNer- 
ney, prt'sident of the Blue Cross 
Association, believes. 
M cNerney 
said 
it 
is 
increasingly evident that the 
bt'tterm ent of national health 
and well being is to be found in 
a study of environm ent, life­ 
style and culture, from which 
many modern ailm ents arise. 
Nevertheless, he said, the of­ 
ten uncoordinated efforts of the 
vast health care industry seem 
to f(K'us on research areas that 
offer relatively minor possibili­ 
ties of im provem ent, and on 
development of exotic equip­ 
ment and hospitals. 
R eferring to the costs in­ 
volved, he said: “ We’re doing a 
good job of doing som e old 
things, but it won’t change even 
if we do an excellent job.” 
Traditional 
approaches 
to 
delivering health care leave the 
country “ in a bind between cost 
and payoff,” he said. Pnx)f that 
new approaches m ust be tried, 
he 
said, 
is 
evidence 
that 
increased 
expenditures 
no 
longer 
produce 
im proved 
results. 
McNerney said that health 
care now costs $1*20 billion a 
year, but that “ we could double 
that and not make a m ajor im ­ 
pact on some of the key health 
indices'’ by continuing existing 
mi‘thods. 
Instead, he said, a holistic 
approach m ust be attem pted, 
that is, a coordinated attack on 
the problem rather than the 
current fragm ented em phasis 
on only various aspects of the 
problem. 
Studies that offer the greatest 
possibilities for raising the 
general level of health, he said, 
are indusputably in the areas of 
environment, life-style and cul- 
tun*. 
Blue Cross, he said, already 
has a contract from the D epart­ 
ment of Health, Education and 
Welfare to examine its rec“ords 
in search of clues to occupa­ 
tional causes of disease. But, he 
said, hospitals m ust c(X)perate 
by bt^ginning 
to ask 
m ore 
searching questions about pos­ 
sible (Kx-upational hazards. 
He indicated that considera­ 
ble effort may be m isspent in 
research for the causes of ill­ 
nesses that may have obvious 
but overlooktHl relationships to 
the three areas mentioned. 
The B ritish, he said, found 
that 80 pt*r c*ent of cancer is en­ 
vironmentally related, often the 
result of an urban and industral 
soi'iety in which 20,000 subs- 
tantvs are said to be potentially 
inimical to health. 
In the United States, occupa­ 
tional hazards alone have btH?n 
estim ated 
by

Safety Council to cost $15 biUion 
in 1974, a figure even the council 
c(«Kx*des “ is hkely to be a gross 
understatem ent.” 
The environm ental category 
of research would relate to the 
WDrking situation, including the 
cheimcal and safety factors. 
Life-style research, M cNer­ 
ney said, would concentrate on

Schonfeld said some of the 
residents - while generally 
appreciative that quality enter­ 
tainers are brought, alm ost 
literally, to their front doors for 
relatively low prices — are 
lx*coming slightly spoik'd. 
“W e've been doing this for 
thret* years and some people are 
saying, 'Hey, we saw that guy 
two years ago,” ’ Schonfeld said.
